Ten years ago a small book, 
published in the United States 
and called "The Sabre-Tooth 
Curriculum", attracted some in- 
terest among persons engaged in 
the business of education. This 
little book was supposed to be a 
series of lectures about educa- 
tion in paleolithic times when 
men lived in caves, wore skins, 
killed animals with stone wea- 
pons and cooked their meat over 
an open fire. 

One of the principal citizens 
of those times, according to this 
little book, was a gentleman 
who had made a stone wedge 
which he propelled with his fist 
somewhat better than his fellows 
and as a consequence he became 
known as New-Fist-Hammer- 
Maker. New-Fist came to realize 
that the children playing at the 
mouth of the cave might be 
taught some of the useful skills 
of the tribe and he undertook to 
do this himself. First of all, he 
analyzed the needs of the tribe 
in order to know what should 
be taught to the young people. 
Since the principal diet of the 
tribe was fish which were scoop- 
ed out of the pools with the bare 
hands,, it was essential that fish- 
grabbing with the bare hands 
should be a subject in the cur- 
riculum. 

The skins, which the men and 
women wore, came from the 
backs of the small woolly horses 
which ran in packs in the plains. 
These were knocked down and 
killed with clubs and so woolly- 

horse-clubbing became a second 

necessary skill taught to the 
children who soon became so ex- 
pert that the number of skins

Kditor : In line with jrtjur rural 
writer (Dairy Farmer") 7 this 
reader has "no more than a nod- 
ding acquaintance with higher 
economics"; but 1 was intrigued 
plenty with this final paragraph 
in a revealing story on "move- 
ments in the cost of living index 
and the link of primary food pro- 
ducts to said movements: 'tThese 
well-defined short-term price 
cycles should not be grouped for 
the same treatment as rent that 
goes up and up and other items 
which are supposedly under the 
law of supply and demand. That 
is the law, you know, which will 
give you $1.70 for 'your *Hheat 
now and $3.30 in February and 
the price of the finished product 
is always based on $2.30". 

My interest is not from the 
angle of a grower of wheat but, 
rather, as a final user in its 
"finished product* form of bread. 
On the columnist's 'Believe It or 
Not* level, it cannot be too 
steadily remembered that, while 
no loaf would be possible with- 
out the bread-grain, neverthe- 
less wheat is a comparatively 
minor factor in the price-tag on 
the urban loaf. 

if I remember correctly, when 
the housewives part with a dol- 
lar for the bread-needs of their 
families, they, are actually send- 
ing between IS and 17 cents 
back to the wheat farmer. This 
letter would be no place to de- 
scribe just where (or to whom) 
the remaining 83 or 83 cents go, 
even if I had the facts, but it 
seems important that off-the- 
farm Canadians should thor- 
oughly understand that between 
15 and 17 percent of their 'bread 
dollar' accrues to the folks who 
grew the grain. 

Finally, may I include, the fol- 
lowing thought-provoking fig- 
ures from a pre-war form table 
showing the record for specific 
years of the jittery price-struc- 
ture for wheat, and the amazing 
stability In the "average price of 
broad per lb « in those : same 
years, the latter in brackets: 
ID 17, $2,22 per bushel (7.7c); 
1925, $1.40 (7,0c)} 1929, $1.18 
(7.7c); 1931, 0.78 (7.3c). 

It will bo noted that the as- 
tounding stability in tho price of 
bread was maintained through 
those years, though wheat had 
nosedived to one-third of its 
earlier level. The technique for 
this achievement is beyond" me, 
although It ts fairly obvious, that 
the yean in question preceded 
urban Canadians' organised en* 
thuaiamv for higher take-home- 
p*y*

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There are almost as many Christ- 
mas legends and superstitions 
as there have been Christrnases, 
Countless customs from the Old 
World have been absorbed 

through the centuries Into the 
celebrations that we participate 
in today* A few, however, have 
been passed down from one gen- 
eration to another, remaining al- 
ways the same. 

The Indians of Canada, for ex- 
ample, believe that the deer kneel 
in prayer each Christmas Eve. 
An early missionary probably is 
responsible for the idea, but it 
still lingers and wily Indians 
have always attempted to catch 
the deer in the act. 

In England,* it is believed that 
the bees express veneration for 
the nativity by singing in their 
hives at midnight The bee hives 
are always adorned with holly 
sprigs for the Yuletide season. 

In Europe it was custom for a 
young girl to creep to the family 
woodpile on Christmas Eve and 
pull out the first stick that her 
hand touched. If the stick was 
a straight one, with no knots, 
tradition said that she would have 
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a good husband. 

Farmers in Europe also gave 
torches to their children and sent 
them singing into the apple orch- 
ards and the fields. The mice, 
caterpillars and moths were said 

to flee before the approaching 
songsters. .. 

In early Germany it was a be- 
lief that water turned into wind 
during the hour before midnight 
on Christmas Eve,

St. Francis Made 
First Crib In Cave 

St Francis of Asstsi is believ- 
ed to have originated the custom 
of displaying the Christ Child in 
a crib at Christmas time. 

lie is reported once to have 
said to one of his followers: "I 
wish to celebrate holy Christ- 
mas night with you. In *the 
woods near the cloister you will 
find a cave where' we shall ar- 
range a manger filled with hay. 
We shall have an ox and an ass 
just as at Bethlehem. I wish to 
see how poor and miserable the 
Infant Saviour became for us. 

So at midnight in the small 
Italian village of Garcia, in the 
year 200, St. Francis and his 
followers celebrated mass at the 
cave and sang hymns in honor 
of the Christ Child.

RECORDS SHOW YULE 
CUSTOMS WERE OLD 
IN FOURTH CENTURY 

The exact age of the Christmas 
festival is not known. Records 
show, however, that the holiday 
was spoken of in the fourth cen- 
tury as a custom of long stand- 
ing. 

Christmas began as Christ's 
Mass, or the Mass of Christ, some 
time during the fourth century. 
It took that long after the blessed 
night for the great importance 
of Christ's birth to be realized 
by the people. Until this time 
it had been the custom of the 
church to celebrate the anniver- 
saries of deaths, rather than 
births. Christ's birthday was the 
first to be made an occasion for 
feasting. 

The date for the celebration of 
the Christ Mass was selected by 
the church. So many years had 
elapsed that the actual date of 
His birth could only be a matter 
of conjecture. 

The festival and spirit of 
Christmas spread through the 
Christian worlds. Pagan customs, 
even as they do today, attempted 
to adapt themselves to the Christ- 
mas season. 

For many years after the origin 
of Christ's Mass the church 
frowned upon the practice of ex- 
changing gifts during the festi- 
val season. Later, however, the 
practice was condoned, in remem- 
brance of the spirit of the Three 
Kings of the Orient who had fol- 
lowed ft shining star to the crib 
of the new-born Christ, bringing 
presents with a sense of humility. 



Joel Poinsett, 
U.S. Statesman 
Brought Flower 

Although he was a brilliant 
statesman, and the friend of 
four American presidents, Joel 

Roberts Poinsett is famous chiefly 
because he introduced the Mexi- 
can plant known as the "Painted 
Leaf", or "Mexican Fire Plant" 
into the United States. 

Poinsett, then U.S. ambassador 
to Mexico, called the plant to the 
attention of American botanists 
and grew the plant himself as a 
hobby at his South Carolina 
home, after he left Mexico. 

The plant grew heavily in 
American favor— especially pop- 
ular at Christmas time — and was 
renamed poinsettia, in honor of 
the man who brought it to this 
country. 

Contrary to popular impres- 
sion, the flaming red bracts of 
the poinsettia are not flowers, but 
leaves, and it is for these bracts 
that the plants are grown. 

It is possible to have variations 
of either pink or white varieties, 
as well as of the more usual red, 
popular because it carries out the 
holiday color scheme of rich 
bright red with a contrast of the 
dark green of the leaves. 

The beautiful poinsettia, almost 
a "must" as far as Christmas 
decorating is concerned, is one 
of the most temperamental of 
plants. 

The poinsettia thrives in its 
native Mexico, but elsewhere 
must be handled carefully— per- 
haps pampered slightly. How- 
ever, the brilliantly colored flow- 
ers it has at Christmas time is 
reward enough for any efforts 
needed to make the plant thrive. 

Constant warmth is needed by 
poinsetUas. Temperatures should 
be kept between 70 and 80 de- 
grees during the day and no less 
than 65 degrees at night. Any 
sudden change in temperature 
and drafts will cause the plant to 
drop its leaves. 

Abundant water is also a neces- 
sity, but it should be applied but 
once a day so that the plant may 
become moderately dry between 
waterings. This permits needed 
oxygen to reach the roots. 

Try to give the poinsettia the 
sunriiest spot available. \ It is 
wise to fertilize it occasionally 
with a good commercial food tab- 
let.

how* and Saint Nick looked as 
It they hadn't had a good meal 
in tome time. 

.The early English settlers in 
the United Slates started giving 
Saint Nicholas his "New Look". 
Sne English children adopted 
the legendary Christmas figure 
from the Dutch, but the English 
children had trouble pronounc- 
ing "Saint Nickolous." Some 
how the name changed to 
''Santa Kalouf," and finally it 
was corrupted to "Santa Ciaus", 

However, this was only the 

beginning. In 1809 Washington 
Irving, in his "Knickerbocker's 
History of New York," wrote of 
the Saint as the guardian of New 
York City- Irving described 
Saint Nick as a jolly fellow with 
a broad-brimmed hat and huge 
breeches. lie taught Saint Nick 
to smoke a long pipe, and, in the 
story, replaced his shuffling hay- 
burner with a trim wagon. 

A short time later, Saint Ni- 
cholas' transportation was aided! 
by 'Clement Moore In his famous 
poem, "The Visit from Saint 
Nicholas/' written in 1882. 
Moore, a professor of divinity in 
a View York theological semin- 
ary, gave Saint Nick a. sleigh, 
twinkling eyes, cheeks like roses, 
nose like a cherry, and a round 
little belly. ' 

Today's Santa Claus is by no

Cedars For Lebanon 
Are Well Protected 
By Religion, Law 

On a shelf-like plateau, 600 
feet above the. Mediterranean, 
the world's oldest Christmas 
trees stand where they've stood 
for centuries. The cedars of"Leb- 
anon, 400 of them, are protected 
yy religion and law from harm 
t the hands of either the Mos- 
mns or the Maronite Christians. 

The magnificent trees "that 

3ing of the nativity" were ven- 
srated as monarchs among trees 
long before Judah had her first I 
king. Some of them have a girth 
of 40 feet and a branch circum- 
ference of 300. 

In the days of the conquerors 

thousands of conscripted Hebrew 
workers were sent into the Leba- 
non^ to take to Jerusalem "cedar 
trees without number"; the re- 
sult of one of the first building 
contracts, between Hiram of 
Phoenecia and King Solomon. 

Today, however, the trees are 
protected by law and the de- 



partment of agriculture of the 
government sponsors the plant- 
ing of seedlings, so that the giant 
cedars will grow forever. 
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ANCIENT CHURCH BELLS 
STILL SUMMON VILLAGE 

A pair of ancient church bells, 
brought to Frankenmuth, Mich., 
from Bavaria shortly after 
Frankenmuth was founded as an 
Indian mission, has been calling 
the congregation of St, Lorenz 
to Christmas eve services for 
more than a 100 years. 

Ninety-five percent of the resi- 
dents of the small community 
are members of the church, 
earning the village the title of 
"the most Christian community 
in the United States." 

Frankenmuth has never had 
a crime of violence, and, a3 far 
as residents can remember, no 
one has been jailed over a per- 
iod of 25 years. The only visi- 
tors to the lockup were transi- 
ents given a night's lodging.
